WHEREAS, 4-H and FFA participants report having greater

confidence and a more positive self-identity, stating that they

have greater control over events in their lives and a better

ability to make decisions on their own, that they set goals and

take responsibility for their actions, that they can take pride

in many things and that their lives have purpose and meaning;
